ing ever granted in a Chicago strike. 
The order is temporary, but will doubt- 
less be made permanent as soon as the 
evidence can be produced in court. All 
the labor unions that have taken part 
in the strike are included in the or- 
der. Col. "Witell, commanding at Forst 
Sheridan, declares there 
is a slight 


chance that the troops 
stationed 
at 


post would be called upon to do strike 
duty. There are 400 men at fort Sher- 
idan. 


Chicago, April 28—The teamsters' 


strike assumed alarming proportions 
today. 
Assistan t Chief of Police 


Schuettler look personal command of 
500 patrolmen detailed for strike duty 
this morning, and Chief O'Neill prepar- 
ed tor ususual disturbances when the 
delivery of freight to and from State 
street firms, against whom the unions 
have declared war begins. Every mem- 
ber of the police force has been order- 
ed to be ready for Immediate service. 
The chief says the whole strength of 
2700 officers and men can be thrown in- 
' to the strike district witbin a short 
time.

vate detectives also worked. 


Business of the city msy be com- 


pletely paralyzed by the probable call- 
ing out of 25,000 union drivers. Nearly 
3,000 are now out and- 10,000 more are 
affected. The big wholesale and retail 
firms have pooled a big defense fund 
and have declared war in earnest. Arm- 
ed guards sit on the wagons and the 
strike district 
is heavily patrolled.

Chicago is facing the most dangerous 


labor disturbance since the Debs strike 
of eleven years ago, if not the 
most 


serious in its history. The business of 
the city already partly paralyzed, may 
soon be completely enveloped so far as 
it is dependent upon teaming by the 
greatest teamsters' strike on record. 


Gathering way speedily! the strike 


has spread in flashes. The limits of its 
expansion no one professes to forsee. 
By next Monday morning, perhaps be- 
fore that time, all of the 25,000 union 
drivers who handle so important a part 
of the city's traffic may be involved. 


The employers expect to apply to the 


United States courts tomorrow for a 
blanket injunction. The state court 
order protecting the business of Mont- 
gomery "Wiard & Co., lacks the force 
that is needed.

SPECULATION RIFE 


As to Intention of Rojestvensky—Last 


Reports at Tokyo Are Very 


Conflicting. 


Tokyo, April 28.—The last Japanese 


reports are conflicting and confusing. 
They do not indicate definitely the 
purpose of Admiral Rojestvensky, but 
it is evidently the intention of the 
Russian admiral to await a junction 
with the division commanded by Ad- 
miral Nebogatoff, which increases the 
probability of his intention to give 
Admiral Togo a decisive battle. It is 
assumed that Rojestvensky will bring 
all the ships and guns possible into 
action if he intends to fight decisive- 
ly or that he will detach and abandon 
his slow, cumbersome "and useless 
ships if he intends to run the gauntlet 
at Vladivostok. It is believed that 
the location and date of the engage- 
ment will depend entirely on Rojest- 
vensky. 


Fighting In Manchuria. 


London, April 28.—The news of the 


resumption of fighting in Manchuria 
is supposed here to show that the 
Japanese have decided not to await 
the issue of the impending naval eon- 
test, but to utilize the few weeks in- 
tervening between the drying up of 
the roads and the arrival of the sum- 
mer rains in June for the resumption 
of the land campaign. 
The comple- 


tion of the railway to Mukden will 
greatly simplify Field Marshal Oya- 
ma's task* of provisioning his vast 
army and will thus facilitate the re- 
newal of hostilities. No further news 
has been received of either Rojest- 
vensky's or Nebogatoff's squadrons.
